ASSISTANT CHIEF AND CAPTAINS DIE 


Flames Starting in Morris Packing 


Plant Threaten to Sweep the 
Entire Stockyards District 


NUMBER IN MINE 350 


Bolton, England. Dec. 22.—The dis- 


aster at the Little Hulton 
colliery 


which was wrecked by an explosion 
followed by flre yesterday Is greater 
than was at first thought. 
It Is prob- 


able that at least 360 lives were lost. 
It now appears that the men supposed 
to have been rescued from this mine 
came from an adjoining pit that wa* 
also seriously damaged. It seems that 
not a soul escaped from Little Hulton. 


Rescuing parties

etc., a tallow house and other struc 
tures. 
The flre started from an explosion o 


ammonia pipes and consequent sponta 
jieous combustion. 


Assistant Chief William Burrough 


and Lieutenant Fitzgerald were wltr 
Marshal Horan under the fatal canopj 
when it fell and went down to thel 
death with their chief. 


Fight to Save Chief. 


Other firemen, witnesses of the dls 


aster which met their chief, for a brie 
time deserted the other parts of th 
blazing structure and, rushing to th 
.pyre, sought with their bare hands t 
drag apart the glowing bricks and de 
bris to bring the body of their chie 
and his Ill-fated companions to wha 
safety remained for them. 


Finding this a vain effort, they fol 


lowed the orders of Assistant Marsha 
Seyferlich and redoubled their effort 
to shut in the spreading area, ot de 
struction. 
The blaze was discovere 


about 4 o'clock by a watchman In th 
Morris beef house at Forty-third an 
Loom'ls streets. 
An ammonia, 
pip 


bursting, started spontaneous combus 
'tlon and the fife spread so quickly th 
-vatchmnn barely had turned In the 


alarm before the flames began burst- 
Ing from, the building. 


Rushed Away to Hi* Death. 


Fire Marshal Horan at his home on 


the west side heard the second call for 
flre apparatus and dashed to the stock 
yards—and to his death—In his auto- 
mobile. 


By the time he arrived his assistants, 


who had reached the scene earlier, had 
abandoned the effort to save the beef 
house and were endeavoring to head 
off the rush of flre toward other build- 
ings. 


Flames were billowing out of several 


structures near by when the marshal 
arrived, and the inferno was blistering 
the hands and faces of the pipemen and 
ladder men who were sticking by their 
positions under the encouragement of 
their commanders, who themselves 
were burned and blistered by the fierce 
heat

Mr*. Horan Collapse*. 


Marshal Horan was married about 


six years. 
He is the father of four 


children, the youngest of whom Is two 
years old. Word of the death of the 
chief was kept from Mrs. Horan by 
firemen, who notified her by telephone 
that he had met with an accident. 
Later It became evident that the chief 
was surely dead and and that It would 
be better to let her know the truth. 
Mrs. Horan swooned in her Ashland 
boulevard home and was unable fur- 
ther to continue the conversation. 


Marshal Horan assumed command 


of the fire department after the death 
of Marshal Musham, who had

ceeded Marshal Campion, who took up 
the reins laid down by the veteran, 
Dennis Swenle. 


' 
Start of the Fire. 


The fire started from an explosion 


and after the first alarm was given 
the fire spread with great rapidity and 
In a few minutes It was seen that the 
firemen had a hard fight on their 
hands. 


A general alarm brought Marsha 


Horan from his home on the west 
side of the city and as coon as he 
reached the scene, took up the task 
of directing his men. With Battalion 
Chief Burroughs he led a lino of pipe 
men ami truck men to the east en- 
trance of the building anU a battle 
against the flames was taken up from 
beneath the heavy Iron canopy which 
hung menacingly above them. 


Caught by the Fall. 


Apparently not noticing their dan- 


ger tho firemen crowded beneath this 
death trap and then with a roar tum- 
bling tons of bricks buried the chlo 
of the department, together with r;ore 
than a score of his aides.

expected causes of accidents. There Is 
a power metal punch In the operation 
of which it is necessary to carry the 
hand close to the moving parts. H is 
fitted with a. small arm that automat- 
ically forces the hands away from tht 
danger spot at the critical moment. 
It would seem to be impossible to in- 
vent 
n. gasoline can which would be 


safe in the hands of a servant whoso 
duties include lighting the kitchen fire, 
yet such a spectacle is to be found in 
the Museum of Safety. The mouth of 
the can may be lighted and a stream or 
gasoline 
poured 
from another 
can 


through the ring of flame Into It with- 
out untovrard result. The spout of th« 
second can catches fire, too, when 
pouring is stopped, but no explosion 
scatters spectators and exhibits, for it 
also is a safety can. 


There are gas cocks which cannot be 


accidentally opened, models of quick 
lowering lifeboats, collapsible lifeboats, 
six of which can occupy the space now 
required 
for one; protecting guards 


which keep the hands of operatives 
out of the teeth of saws; planing ma- 
chines and cogwheels, and a device 
for running clothes out of the rear 
window without 
endangering the life 


of the housewife. All these and tna.ny 
other inventions for conserving life are 
shown to be available for the use of 
those persons who believe them worth 
while or who are obliged to place them 
in their factories becaji.se of the laws.

Out - Bulletin Setting 


Fortjh Many Facts. 


FROZEN GERMS LIVE 


'Washington, D. 
C-, Dec. 
22.—The 


microscope ot the United States de- 
partment of agriculture and Dr. H. \V. 
Wiley's bureau of chemistry-have been 
focused on cold-storage products and 
methods. 


In a bulletin just Issued by the de- 


partment the Journey of a niece oC 
poultry or a~ dozen of eggs is traced 
from the farm, through refrigerators 
and chilling plants, storage cars an;l 
corner gocery iceboxes to the table 
of the consumer. 


In addition to detailing the methods 


employed by the packers of meat and ] 
eggs in preparing those products for ' 
the market, the bulletin includes an 
explanation of the effect of freezing on 
the chemical condition of the 
food- 


stuffs. Experiments conducted in the 
government laboratories are illustrated 
and the meaning of their results ex- 
plained. 


Freezing Does Not Kill Germs. 


Freezing meat does not kill bacteria 


Is one of the generalizations reached 
In these experiments, as reported in 
this interesting bulletin. 
While long 


holding in a frozen condition tends to 
kill ascertain proportion of the germs, 
the period for so doing is beyond that 
commercially practiced, says the bulle- 
tin, and by the^time storage has been 
sufficiently long to destroy the bacteria 
the eating quality of the flesh is great- 
ly lowered. 
^ 
Neither does one freezing render Che 


meat immune from all future contam- 
ination—a theory in which some pack- 
ers err. 


After the poultrj- has been chilled 


or frozen, the governont exerts state. 
a low temperature should be constantly 
maintained until the meat reaches the j 
oven. 
Fluctuating or changing tem- 


peratures cause an 
Increase 
in the 


.number of bacteria, and decomposition 
results more rapidly. 


The utmost care, tlirn. is necessary 


in every department of parking and 
Shipping. 
The railroad facilities may 


be inadequate and destroy nil the beno- 
fl'clal resute of the care cxercijicd in 
the chilling room of the packer: tilt- 
retail men store the poultry in an im- 
perfect icebox and nil tlio good work 
of the handlers who preceded him In 
the care of the meat may ho counter- 
balanced: the housewife mny allow the 
dressed fowl to remain in a heated 
room without any attempt nt muln- 
tainlng the temperature tn which tho 
tncat has been subjected since It left 
the poultry farm, and contamination 
may result even at this last nt.ncc.

the chemical analysis of tho egg and 


the conditions for shipping. And yet 
the colder the eggs are kept without 
freezing, the 
better the 
prevention 


against deterioration. - 


Regarding the length ot time eggs 


can be kopt in cold storage, the gov- 
ernment experts have found eggs that 
have been carefully selected, 
packed 


am] stored still nt for food at the end 
of nine months. 


"It Is likely that they will not soft 


boll or poach .with entire satisfaction 
at the expiration of thnt period, but 
for nil other methods of cooking they 
nre available," says tho chemist.

ber to organize an army corps," he de- 
clares, '"they can read your thoughts 
by their wonderful magnetic qualities, 
»nd they can read the past, present and 
future by merely observing the lines of 
rour hand. In.reality, they read more 
In a patron's face than can possibly bo 
guessed at. from the lines of the hands. 
These suave, long-haired gentry—most 
of the palmists are men, though a tow- 
women hold hands also—aro usually 
polished and superb specimens ot Idle 
manhood, men who aro too lazy to do 
Sctual work, nnd mako a living Instead 
>y poses, perfume, and prognostica- 
tions. The flattery so dearly loved by 
K'omon falls from their lips like petals 
from n fatting rose. There Is no reason 
R-hy It shouldn't; they 
know 
their 


'patter' V>y heart. 
' "One of the most successful of the 
so-ealled psychics Is 
Khaldah, 
an 


»ftalilo, frequenter ot Atlantic City for 
innny summers. 
Khaldah, however, 


floes not claim to havo supernatural 
powers. 
He calls himself an 'enter- 


tainer,' and has exposed various tricks 
5f his profession time and again, show- 
Ing to parlor audiences that the pre- 
. tended psychic powers of others are 


usually no more than mere adroitness 
in sleight of hand and clever 'patter' 
learned by heart. 


" 'I could have made a fortune if I 


had been willing to be a humbug or a 
crook.' .said Khaldah, recently, in dis- 
cussing the fun he has had. in showing 
how tricks are done. 'I 'nave always 
been clever at sleight-of-hand work,' 
and as a boy I used to do tricks and 
indulge in parlor magic. I soon learned 
that the secret of all psychic success Is 
that the public lov-» to be fooled. 
" 'Women delight In believing In the 


supernatural. 
They are Impressed by 


the mystic glamour with which 
the 


frauds surround themselves. They are 
the principal patrons of the mediums 
and the palmists. 
They want to be- 


lieve, and they do believe. In spite of 
the exposures and the efforts of their 
friends to convince them that they aro 
wasting thoir money on a wlll-o'-tho- 
wlsp. 
" 'I have found that It really -Is a mis- 


take to try and convince people that 
tho^wholo thing Is a frau/3, except *o 
far ns mere cleverness and dexterity 
Is concerned. They don't like to believe 
it, and If one of the high priests comes 
forward and tells the truth, 'as I do, 
they simply go to other* and are per- 
suaded that the others, at least, have 
real psychic powers that have been 
denied mo.'" 


Almost everyone has heard of for- 


tuno tellers confronting their clients 
with personal Information which Is 
really amazing. A good deal of amaze- 
ment is put out of business by Mr. Mc- 
Cardcll's article. 


"That there is a freemasonry among 


the psychics, the palmists, and all the 
other soothsayers, which leads them to 
protect and aid each other, Is a well- 
established fact," declares Mr. 
Mc- 


Cardoll. "This explains how It Is that 
a patron of one psychic Is recommend- 
ed to try another—someone who docs 


something else, and gets wonderful re- 
sults. The materiallzcr v.-ill suggest 
that you might get results from the 
slate writer.

A RAID ON THE WRIGHTS' BARN. 


When the Aviators Fell Under Sus- 


picion of tho Dayton Police. 


(Chicago News.) 


How the "Wright brothers—Wilbur 


and Orville—fell under the suspicion 
of the law some twelve years ago. some 
time before they -I i riled the world 
with their flying machine, was told re- 
cently by R. A. Hauer. a civil engin- 
eer of Dayton, Ohio, who passed a few 
days in Chicago. 


"It was nil of a dozen years ago." 


said Mr. Haucr. 
"The Wright boys 


were unknown to all but their intimate 
friends. 
Together they conducted a 


bicycle repair shop and they had rigged 
up a small laboratory and workshop in 
the barn at the rear of the Wright 
home. All went merry ^as a marriage 
bell until they began to devote their 
evenings to the construction ot 
an 


airnship—the first poor attempt, the 
outgrowth of which was later to have 
such a tremendous success. 


"They worked late and sometimes 


passers-by would notice the single eye 
of light which radiated from the one 
small window, in the frame structure. 
One nisht-a local policeman noticed It 
also. 
The hour was 
late—possibly, 


early, for that matter, in the morning. 
The officer gazed curiously and passed 
on. When he returned an hour later 
the light was still burning. 


"Now, there was gambling in Day- 


ton at that time and the 'copper' got 
the Idea into his head that that was 
what was going on in the Wright barn. 
As a result he planned a big raid. 


"The approach was conducted with 


the stealth of red Indians and not more 
than half an hour after the officer had 
last seen the 'light the barn was sur- 
rounded by a detail of police. 
At a 


given signal one of the men knocked 
on the door, hut there was no response. 
Again he knocked and still there was 
no reply. Then the others burst in the 
doors 
with what Hashimura Togo 


might call 'official shoulders.' 


"Absorbed in their plans, the ama- 


teur inventors had not 
hoard 
the 


knocking. 
As the door fell In they

Word has gone out from South Bend 
that the stands at Sprlngbrook park will 
1>* enlarged and Improved and the Fort 
'Wayne .faithful -who may be called upon 
egaln to' go to BronchovUlc on a boosting 
expedition hope that the report is true. 
It Is not the fault of the baseball In- 
terests that the accommodations at the 
South Bend park are no better. 
The 
ground and stands belong to the company 
that operates the' street railway system 
and it used on a lease that does not 
Justify the -baseball magnates - in adding 
any stands or Improving the Junk pile 
that Is now on the lot. 
:South Bend's nark is the worst on the 
circuit and likely the worst in any Class 
B town In America. The attendance last 
season was better than it had ever been 
In South Bend and this fact may prompt 
the park, owners to put 
in some nev,- 
stands and improve the old ones. 
The 
lot is badly kept and the entire plant is 
a blot on the Central lea cue in general 
and on South Bend In particular. 
Wheeling is little better. The grounds 
on "the Island" where the week day 
games are played are beautifully laid out 
and 
the location Is Ideal for a good 
bBseball park. The stands, howev-jr. are 
unpalnted and unkcpt and several hun- 
dred dollars could be spent to great ad- 
vantage on the plant. The park has the 
only "skin diamond" on the circuit and 
It 'is little wonder that the attendance 
is not up to what the city ought to 
turn out. 
A syndicate that went out to purchase 
the franchise there had in contemplation 
much Improved-stands and grounds, but 
the deal has apparently fallen through 
and whether or not the present owners 
•will put In better accommodations is not 


Taking into - consideration the location 


with reference to the center of the city. 
the stands, the club house and the pen- 
«r*l character of the park. Fort \\ayno 
has by far the best In the Central league. 
The stands are no better than those at 
Reed's lake in Grand Rapids, but 
they 
•re kept up In good style and the dla- 
jnond Is by far the best on the circuit. 
Dayton's park Is not so conveniently 
located nor has It as good stands as 
Fort Wayne, but they are kept In good 
'condition and would probably have more 
Improvements hut for the fact that It Is 
to be abandoned after the present season 
Zan«svllle has a new and convenient 
parK with pood stands and In the course 
of another season will have as good a 
fleld as there Is in Ihe Central league. 
Terre Haute and Bvansvllle have parks 
that are as good as the general run of 
minor league lots and South Bend and 
Wheeling hold the distinction of havlnp 
the only1 two that are out of date and 
not In keeping with the standing of the 
Central league.

discussing this subject a prominent 
Ife Insurance man said that he hoped 
he report wan untrue, that the South 
Send company was. according to the 
figures nnd reports published, doing 
as we'll as many other companies when 
of the same age. • with Just as good 
prospects of living as many of the oth- 
ers: that If th« Indiana Insurance com- 


ultory deposit law was of any value. 
ts provisions not having been over- 
ooked by the politicians In control of 
he state auditor's office, there should 
not have been any failure, .the- theory 
being that no pollcyholder could lose 
any money. 


The company had-no liability on «e- 


count of capital stock so that there 
being no possibility of the company's 
,-itallty being drained by dividends to 
stockholders the company should have 
survived, particularly since It had. ac- 
cording to the last published report ot 
State Auditor Blllhclmer. unassigned 
funds, or surplus, of $7.842 together 
with Its margin on premiums for the 
nirront year to help carryjt through. 


If the report In the Chicago paper 


is true there must have been some ex- 
travagance In .management, or. some- 
thing wrong In the methods of the 
company, perhaps preliminary term 
valuation had led them to paying too 
high "salaries to officers or commissions 
to agents.

'ort Wayn. Group Oppot«d to N*w 


T.lephon. French!**. 


At the. last meeting of the local 


branch of the socialist party the fol- 
owlng resolutions were introduced and 
adopted by unanimous vote: 


"Whereas. The 
Home .Telephone 


company Is Intending to ask of the 
city administration and the common 
council for a change In its franchise 
:hat will allow a change In Its rates 
Trom the existing flat rate to the meter 
system of charging and collecting for 
telephone service; and 


• "Whereas, Said proposed change In 
rates is only a scheme on the part of 
the Home Telephone company to raise 
:ts rates, under the pretense of giving 
a cheaper service -to the people who 
use the telephone only-a small number 
of times each day; and 


"Whereas, In order to Introduce this

DETAILS OF MURDER 


Louisville, Ky., Dec. 20.—Did Joseph 


Wertdling, the Frenchman convicted in 
Louisville, Ky., of the 
murder of 


S-year-old Alma JCellner, 
hypnotize 


himself? 


Did he. by sheer psychic force, pro- 


ject himself outside of his aura, there 
to sit impassive while the tentacles of 
the law.closed relentlessly about him, 
dooming him at last to life imprison- 
ment? 


Did he not 'only hypnotize himself, 


but his wife as well, who never flouted 
his innocence, though confronted with 
the miost damning evidence, and never 
wavered in her fidelity even though it 
was proved that her husband was un- 
true? 


The case of .toseph Wendling. accord- 


Ing to psychologists, will 'mark a new 
era in criminology. It will, in the be- 
lief of noted specialists, cause crlmin- 
ologlsts to look deeper 
into psychic 


influences for motives in the future, 
arid may even cause the detectives of 
the great cities of the world to proceed, 
when the case warrants it. on the sup- 
position that the alleged criminal has 
placed himself- in a fallacious condi- 
tion of immunity through auto-hypno- 
sis. 


The theory ot auto-hypnosis 
has 


been gaining ground rapidly in crim- 
inology during the last decade. Every 
now and again a case has arisen which, 
of its baffling nature, has forced the 
police to the conclusion that the ac- 
cused has obsessed himself with the 
belief that conviction is impossible so 
long as he does riot confess. 
Auto- 


hypnosis is superior to the ordinary 
third .degree. It is too subtle for such 
procedure, and. in some instances, no 
doubt, it has only strengthened the 
position of the criminnal Instead of 
weakening it. 


Joseph'Wendling is of lowly French 


origin. He is Ignorant of the English 
language, and of the 
laws 
of 
the 


United States. This fact. It is believed 
by those who have studied his 
from" a scientific standpoint, made it 
possible for him to hypnotize himself 
Into believing that he could not be con- 
victed unless he should confess his 
crime. 


His statement made In San Francis- 


co on. the day of his arrest to the effect 
that "if he killed the little girl, nobody 
but God saw him and He could not 
como down and tell," Is regarded by

given a life term in 
the 
Frankfort 


penitentiary. But for his remarkable 
demeanor throughout the trial It is 
generally believed that a sentence of 
death would have been imposed, for 
the case, though based on circumstan- 
clal evidence, was practically conclu- 
sive. 


Captain John P. Carney, chief of the 


Louisville detective department, who 
ran Wendling down after a. chase of 
11,000 miles, eays that he is one of the 
most remarkable criminals he has ever 
seen. 
Captain Carney trailed Wend- 


ling through a dozen or more states, 
while the fugitive was going under the 
name of Henri Jacquemln. He stuck 
to the trail through many hardships 
and discouragements.; and persevered 
where many another man of less te- 
nacity would have given up In despair 
Brilliant success crowned 
his 
efforts 


at last, however, and on July 30. of this 
year. Captain Carney ran his quarry 
to earth in S'an Francisco. It was on 
this occasion, a few hours after he 
had been taken 
by 
the 
relentless 


sleuth, that Wendling remarked: 


"If I kill little girl, nobody but God 


see and He no come down and tell." 


Wendllng's case attracted Interna 


tlonal attention. While Captain Car- 
ney was adhering to one undevlatlng 
trail, rumors came from all quarters 
of the globe to the effect that "Wend- 
ling had 
been captured." 
Suspect- 


were arrested 
In Belgium. France. 


Italy, Australia and In a dozen cities 
of tho Unite* States. Even after he 
had been lodged in the Louisville Jail, 
a suspect, supposed to be Wendling, 
was arrested in Berlin. Germany. 


Wendling was Janitor of St. John's 


church when Alma Kellner went there 
for mass on the morning of December 
S, 1909. H happened to bo the Fnst

child arrived at the church everybody 
but three women had left the church. 
When they went, acording to their tes- 
timony at the recent trial, only Wend- 
ing and the little.girl were left in the 
church.- This 'was the last time that 
Alma 
Kellner 
was seen alive. 
Six 


weeks later the janitor 
disappeared 


overnight, and on May 30. 1910, the 
charred and dismembered body of the 
child was dug up by a. plumber in the 
cellar of St. John's church. 


Captain Carney then took up the 


trail of the missing- janitor and began 
one of the most remarkable quests in 
criminal annals. Placards containing 
pictures of the fugitive were sent all 
over the world, and it was while con- 
templating one of these in San Frisco 
that Wendling. according to his testi- 
mony on the witness stand, observed 
to himself: 
"What do yon know about that?" 


Auto-Hypnosis. 


The theory of auto-nypnosls did not 


suggest Itself to Captain Carney or 
other members of the Louisville police 
department at the outset, but 
after 


Wendling had been taken through sev- 
eral severe grilllngs and still remained 
unmoved his remark to the effect that 
"If I kill little girl nobody but God 
see and He canf come down and tell" 
recurred to them as peculiarly signifi- 
cant. Of course the statement had a 
certain amount of weight as a quasi- 
admlsslon. but Its psychic significance 
did not appear at the time Wendling 
was arrested. Beyond this statement 
Wendling has remained unshaken. His 
demeanor was one of placid Indiffer- 
ence through the months spent In jal" 
waiting for 
his trial. 
No 
shadow 


seemed to fall upon his spirit at an\ 
time. Day and night he was the same 
smiling, imperturbable man. always 
cheerful nnd confident that he would 
be acquitted when no came to trial 
Time and again when his fellow-pris- 
oners would ask him something abou 
tho case he would smile, shrug his 
shoulders and say: "I no kill llttl 
girl: mo no get convict." 


Wendling faced hl« accusers In th 


court room with the same bland, confi- 
dent smllo and for one whole woek h 
never wnvercd or changed expression 
He listened with apparent unconcern 
to the testimony of the three women 
who last saw him nnd the murderer 
girl In St. John's 9hurch. He smilet 
when the plumber, Richard Sweet, tolc 
of his ghiistly find in the cellar of th 
church, and when Coroner Ellis Dun 
can recltwd the gruesome story of th< 
charred bones, the >cleft skull and th 
little fQot which had been burned to : 
cinder In the furnace room. He gazed 
unmoved when the bloody carpet in 
which the body was burled was un- 
folded in the court room. He did not 
wince when shown the rug, stiffened 
with blood, upon which the state con- 
tended he had laid t'he body of 
the 


child while he hacked It to pieces for 
cremation. He eyed with no concern 
a bloody shirt and a bloody pair of 
trousers which had V>een taken from 
his rooms at the church by the detec- 
tives. He saw the burned foot of the 
victim, shriveled to a. claw of slag, as 
it was passed among the jurors. He 
saw the pieces of bone which had been 
found in the furnace 
room 
of 
the 


church and In the abandoned cellar 
where the remnants nad finally been 
buried. 
He saw tho pieces of jaw 


bone and the teeth that still clung to 
the sockets, when the ghastly relic 
was shown to the child's dentist for 
identification. 
Yet his checks did not 


blanch; his voice did not. falter. 
He 


sat 
unmoved through 
the closing 


i speech 
of Commonwealth's Attorney 


Joseph Huffaker, who delivered 
the 


most terrific arraignment that was ever 
listened to in the famous old Jeffer- 
son county criminal court. He smiled 
when the jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty and fixed his punishment In the 
penitentiary for life. 


"When he left the county jail for the 


criminal court room on the last day of 
his trial he said 
to the 
turnkeys: 


"Good-bye, boys; I no come back." 
When he was returned at 10 o'clock 
that 
night a 
convicted murderer, 


doomed for life to a felon's cell, lie was 
still smiling that 
.Mint, inscrutable 


smile, and he said as he passed once 
more into the shadow of the gloomy 
prison: "I get a lifetime." 


Circumstantial, Though Conclusive. 
Wendling was cor.victed upon cir- 


cumstantial evidence, but 
the 
ease 


which was made out aga,inst him was 
practically conclusive. It was shown 
that when Frank Fehr, the millionaire 
cousin of Alma Kellner, went to St. 
John's church to confer with rather 
George William Schuhmann. the rec- 
tor, regarding the janitor and the fur- 
naces of the church, the janitor .was 
lurking In the sacristy. On the same 
day, without notifying Father Schuh- 
mann, Wendling drew his entire sav- 
ings from-the bank and took a train 
for New Orleans. 
As soon as he was 


out of Louisville he changed his name 
to Henri .Tncnuemin, under which alias 
he was going when captured. He also 
shaved off the mustache which he had 
worn ever since he came to the United 
States from1 Cort d'Orr, France, . four 
years a.go. 
In Gaiveston, Texas, 
ho 


made application 
for naturalization 


papers under the 
lame • of 
Hcnrol 


Jacquemln and swore'':hat he was born 
in Tizhy, France, Insttid 'of ' at Coct 
d'Orf. It was shown by the state that 
Wendling did not even tell his wife 
that he was going to lea'/e St. Jobn'a 


church, and that she never heard from 
him until she read of his arrest in San 
Francisco. To no one did he divulge 
the fact that he was Joseph Wendling. 
the fugitive, for w'.iose arrest a. re- 
ward of $4.000 had already been of- 
fered. 


The prosecution proved that Wend- 


ling locked St. John's church on the 
day of Alma. Keilner's disappearance, 
as was his custom, and that he had full 
charge of the premises. It was shown 
further that Father Schuhmann, the 
rector, had detected an offensive odor 
about the church during the afternoon, 
and on inquiring about it, Y\"end!!ng i 
told him that he had been burning old 
rags in the furnace. It was shown that 
Wendling had entire charge of 
the 


furnace room, where the body was 
hacked to pieces, and thrust in upon 
the coals. It was proved that he had 
the key to the cellar where the charred 
body was subsequently 
buried, and 


that'he carried this K--y In his pocket 
after December S, instead of leaving i 
it harfging against a door post, as for- 
formerly. 


By a meter reailur for the. Louisville i 


Gas company it was proved that when j 
he called to perform bis duties on De- i 
cember 27 Wendling refused to allow 
him to go into the cellar. Previously, 
the witness said, he had found the key 
langring on the dooi-. and had always 
et himself into the cellar. All of these 
"acts, coupled with the bloody gar- 
ments found in WenOling's room, the 
bloody knife, which he could not ac- 
count for, and the bloody rus from the 
church altar, formed a chain which es- 
tablished his guilt in the eyes of the. 
jury. 


His Puzzling Demeanor. 


One thing, however, which these 


twelve good men could no fathom was 
the1 demeanor of the accused while be 
was on trial. The evidence was con- 
clusive, beyond the reasonable doubt, 
they said in their x-erdlct. but how 
could a human being, confronted with 
a harrowing recital of his crime, and 
gazing for six days upon the ghastly 
relics which the state had collected 
and placed on a table 
before him.

The habitual expression upon 
his face is a forced smile, but the eyes 
glitter snaklly behind the mask. 


Wendllng's natural 
Ignorance, 
ns 


well as his Ignorance of the workings 
of the law, made It possible for him to 
hypnotize himself into the belief of 
immunity fn long ns IIP did not confess. 
Night and day he drilled Into his soul 
the fallacy that "nobody but God soe, 
and He can't come down' nnd toll." 
Night and day his heart fed upon this 
sophistry, this frail spark 
ot hope 


which he kindled Into a, semblnnce of a 
flnmc. 
He became more nnd more 


convinced that he had bullded about 
him an impregnable fortress, an in- 
visible -citadel In which his soul could 
take refuge, while his lips told the lie 
which.

Baby Girls. 


BOYS ARE A GAMBLE 


New York, Dec. 22.—Some few years 


ago a benevolent old 
gentleman 
of 


Philadelphia 
died, leaving $3.000.000 


with which to found and maintain an 
asylum for Protestant orphan girls be- 
tween the ages of six and sixteen, 


At the time everybody thought it was 


:i grand thing: for the old gentleman to 
do. A hoard of trustees was appointed. 
Architects began to prepare competi- 
tive plans. 
A site was chosen and 


everything tvas booming, when it oc- 
curred to somebody -to 
locate 
the 


sources of supply of orphan girls. 


Then there was a surprise. To the 


amazement of the trustees and 
the 


chagrin of the architects, it was dis- 
covered that there were practically no 
Protestant orphan girls available. The 
private demand for them is simply in- 
satiable. There are ten private homes 
waiting for every little homeless girl. 
The good nld gentleman's fund has. 
therefore, never been put to the use 
he had in mind. Nobody knows what 
to do about the discrepancy between 
dollars and orphans. 


All the little girls remaining any 


length of time in charitable institu- 
tions are either half orphans or girls 
who have been abandoned by only one 
parent, or girls whose parents are un- 
lit or unable to give them proper care. 
All other homeless girls arc put In pri- 
vate homes .lust as snnn as they have 
been, if necessary, brought to the right 
point of health. 


Big Demand for Girls. 


This extravagant demand for little 


girls is reported by every society tak- 
ing care of orphans. One superintend- 
ent declared that 95 per cent, of the ap- 
plications he receives are for 
little 


j girls from two to five years old. Most 


I applicants want little, girls of about 


three years. 
They think the critical 


1 s»cond summer is then safely past and 
' yet the baby has not outgrown 
its 


I formative and lovable age. « 
! 
People asking for baby girls are. the 


onos who want a child to love—and to 
love them. The whole situation Is most 
Haltering to the feminine sex, for girls 
:ir« chosen not only because they are 
more lovable, but also because they 
cnn be counted on to cling to their fos- 
tor parents loyally and affectionately. 
Hoys are considered more of a gamble. 
Kvcn It a boy turns out well, he does 
—well, he does as real sons do—goes 
out Into tho world and becomes care- 
loss "f the hearts he leaves at home. 


There Is always, of course, a fair de- 


mand for boys. 
In the country they 


:iro especially welcome, but chiefly foi 
utilitarian purposes. A farmer wants 
a hair-grown lad for his present and 
prospective usefulness. 
As one agent 


"The fnrmcr chooses a boy a. good 


deal aK h« (iocs a, horse or a cow. lie 
•.vsints him to be sound, kind and to 
stand without hitching. Hut the little 
girls nre all potential fairies who arc 
expected to bring love and sunshine 
wiih them."

I tion of applicants was as rigid as It Is

Child Taken Back.

ON THEIR FARMS 


With Them Kansas Farmers 


Do Their Chores in 


, 
the Morning. 


TO BECOME GENERAL 


Topeka, Kan.. Dec. 21.—Within* ten 


years electricity will light a majority 
of the farm homes and country schools 
and churches of the state. It Is pre- 
dicted- Farm homes lighted with elec- 
tricity are now numbered by hundreds. 


"With the general use of the gasolene 


engine this has been made possible. 
Electric light and power companies In 
several of the cities are also making 
plans by which they can supply farm- 
ers with current from their trunk Unas. 
A notable case of this sort is found at 
Manhattan, where the power for elec- 
tric generation Is furnished by a dam 
on the Big Blue river, four miles from 
the city. 


The current generated is used for 


electric lighting and street car pur- 
poses In the city of Manhattan, and 
farmers living near the trunk line are 
using It in their residences, barns and 
feed lots. In the early morning hours 
when the farmers feed and care for 
their stock aria do the milking electric 
lights are found to be very useful. 


In a rich farming community ten 


miles north of Atchlson the farmers 
have decided to havo an electric light 
plant of their own. They will build a 
small power house where current will 
be generated and from which it will 
be carried into their homes. 
Fifteen 


families will share in this modern sys- 
tem of lighting. 


S'everal farmers living ten miles west 


of Atchlson have small dynamos on 
their farms providing electric light for 
their homes, barns and dairy buildings. 
Recently the town of Troy. 40 miles 
north of Atchlson. contracted for light 
from the Atchlson plant. A trunk wire 
was stretched between the two places, 
and now twenty-five farmers along the 
route are connecting their homes with 
this trunk line. 


Far out In western Kansas the farm- 


ers are using electricity for lighting 
their homes. Near Garden City, which 
a few years ago wag In the center of 
the great American denert there arc 
farms where all the buildings are mado 
of cement concrete and each is lighted 
with electricity generated by a gaso- 
lene engine on the place. 


Tho early pioneer way of living and 


the modern system arc blended on onr 
farm. A farmer Is Still living In a sod 
house built a quarter of a century ago. 
He Is constructing n new and up 10 
date home In which he haa Installed .1
